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One of Didsbury’s largest 
employers moving to Olds

After months of decision mak¬ 
ing and deal negotiating, West¬ 
ward Products has decided to 
make the move to Olds. 

According to Town of Dids- 
bury CAO Evan Parliament, the 
owners of Westward Products 
have been in negotiations with 
the Town since March of this 
year. 

The final word came through 
from Westward Products owners 
A1 Harris, and his son Gary, last 
week that the company will be¬ 
gin operating in the neighbour¬ 
ing community some time in the 
new year. 

“We won’t be moving before 
year end,” said A1 Harris. “We 
still have to put up a building 
there.” 

Harris says that all 44 employ¬ 
ees of Westward Products, one of 
Didsbury’s largest employers, 
will be making the move with the 
company. 

Westward Products had been 
looking to re-locate for some 
time, as the building they are 
currently in has no room for ex¬ 
pansion and Harris says that be¬ 
cause their business has grown, 
they needed a bigger work space. 

He says that the Town of Dids- 
bury didn’t have the land that 
they needed. 

“Didsbury didn’t have any 
land. They were trying to buy 
land, but they couldn’t get the 
money together,” Harris said. 

“It seemed that they didn’t 
have the money to do the trans¬ 
action. We were waiting for them 
to put something together, but 
we couldn’t wait any longer.” 

CAO Parliament disagrees 
with Harris on this issue. 

“We have 15 acres of land, 
that is a fact. They had their 
choice of land. We had an offer 
to purchase some different land 


if they didn’t want the 15 acres,” 
Parliament said. 

“And, how we come up with 
the money is of no concern to 
Westward Products,” he said. 

Harris says that another fac¬ 
tor in their decision to go to Olds 
was the time-line of when the 
Town of Didsbury would have 
the land they offered fully serv¬ 
iced for them. 

“We didn’t know when water 
and sewer would have gone in,” 
Harris said. 

Parliament says that in the 
final offer the Town made to 
Westward Products on June 13, 
they made it clear that all serv¬ 
ices would be in by Sept. 1 of this 
year except for a lift station, but 
that a septic tank system would 
be in place. 

Parliament says that many 
extras were added by the Town 
of Didsbury to the ofTer they 
made, including the fact that the 
Town had offered to purchase 
Westward Products’ existing site 
“so they wouldn’t have to sit on 
a piece of property. ” 

Parliament says that one of 
the problems during these ne¬ 
gotiations was that the Harris’ 
weren’t doing any counter-of¬ 
fering. 

Mayor Ray Lea agrees. 

“We felt the discussion 
should have been more pro-ac¬ 
tive. We had a hard time com¬ 
municating with them and get¬ 
ting to what they really de¬ 
sired,” Lea said. 

“I don’t know what their un¬ 
derlying agenda was, but they 
never communicated at any 
time to us exactly what the bot¬ 
tom line was.” 

After the Town had negoti¬ 
ated as far as they could, many 
business people within Dids¬ 
bury made a private offer to the 
owners, as headed by the 


founder of Westward Products, 
Clem Kuelker. 

“The business community 
made an effort to correct the 
situation and was able to put a 
deal together that was appeal¬ 
ing to the Harris’, but we had 
simply run out of time,” said 
Kuelker. 

Harris agrees that the final 
offer came too late. 

“They came up with a nice 
offer later on, but we had made 
a commitment (to the Town of 
Olds) and we have to stick with 
it,” Harris said. 

Harris says that they are sad 
to have to leave Didsbury. 

“We’re sorry to leave Dids¬ 
bury and I know people are 
sorry to see us go,” he said. 
“But we don’t have a big 
enough facility and we’re los¬ 
ing our customers.” 

“We’re sorry it happened 
this way, but sometimes small 
towns have a hard time getting 
financed.” 

Parliament says that the 
move is all part of business. 

“Businesses do move. It’s 
nothing new,” Parliament said. 
“This just blind-sided us.” 

Kuelker says that all efforts 
were Ui'atato keep the business 
in Didsbury 

“In all fairness to all parties 
concerned, all efforts were 
made to maintain Westward 
Products in town, but it ap¬ 
pears that the chemistry be¬ 
tween the parties did not 
mesh,” Kuelker said. 

Mayor Lea says that he is 
“terribly disappointed” about 
the final decision. 

“I guess we were going up 
against a piece of land that’s al¬ 
ready developed,” Lea said. 

“We wish them well and we’re 
sorry to see them go. We are ter¬ 
ribly disappointed.”

Youth lead police on chase 

A 17-year-old Edmonton-area 
youth who lead police on a chase 
near Didsbury before crashing 
the stolen van he was driving 
into a ditch has been placed on 
probation.

A SAIT student, who resides in Crossfield, pleaded guilty to a 
charge of careless driving in Didsbury provincial court last 
Wednesday. 

Court heard that Joseph Anthony Killen, 21, was driving a 
vehicle with his three friends, who were intoxicated at the time, on 
September 4, 1999, when the Didsbury RCMP stopped him when 
they thought he parked unusually. 

Crown Prosecutor, Danny Elliott, said Killen was claiming to 
be the designated driver, but blew over the legal limit when he did 
a breathalyzer test. Elliott also said that Killen wasn't showing 
much signs of impairment. 

Judge W. Troughton imposed an $800 fine as well as a three 
month suspension on his license. Killen has until December 31, 
2000 to pay the fine or he could face up to 16 days in jail.

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Nearly 4,000 people attend rave in Water Valley

Why are rave parties all the 
rave these days? 

A number of Water Valley 
residents found that out over 
the Canada Day long week¬ 
end, when nearly 4,000 youth 
descended upon their small 
community. 

A rave is a dance party that 
is usually held underground, 
where electronic music and 
drugs are allegedly in abun¬ 
dance. 

The rave was hosted at the 
Anderson Valley Ranch, lo¬ 
cated about three miles west 
of Water Valley along the Lit¬ 
tle Red Deer River. 

According to the ranch's 
website "Anderson Valley 
Ranch provides a great place 
to escape the busy city life and 
to retreat into the quietness of 
pure Alberta nature." 

The quiet nature was inter¬ 
rupted by loud music, ambu¬ 
lance sirens and thousands of 
youth that weekend, though. 

Linda Anderson, who has 
owned the ranch since 1974, 
booked her site for the rave on 
the Thursday evening before 
the long weekend. 

She says that the organiz¬ 
ers of the event referred to the 
party as a Canada Day cel¬ 
ebration, and not a rave. 

Anderson says that she was 
told that 800-900 people were 
expected to show up. Eventu¬ 
ally, about 4,000 turned up, 
she said. 

"Everybody just started com¬ 
ing and they kept coming and 
coming and coming," Anderson 
said. 

Anderson says she was also 
told that only one disc jockey 
(DJ) would be there, but about 
30 different DJs attended, 


some arriving in limos. 

The DJs weren't the only 
ones arriving in special vehi¬ 
cles, as Mountain View Am¬ 
bulance made several trips out 
to the scene over the course of 
the evening. 

According to Fred Krueger, 
operation manager for the am¬ 
bulance company and 
paramedic, numerous trips 
were made from the site of the 
rave to the Foothills Hospital 
in Calgary. 

"They were running for a 
few hours," Krueger said. "We 
had one ambulance do the bulk 
of it and Olds did one." 

Apparently, the ambulances 
were transporting overdose 
victims to the city to be 
treated. 

Constable Myles Peckham 
of the Didsbury RCMP De¬ 
tachment confirms that there 
were a number of drug over¬ 
doses. 

"They had three or four over¬ 
doses, but nothing as far as 
police related things," 
Peckham said of any prob¬ 
lems at the rave. 

"It went well overall. It was 
sort of surprising. About 4,000 
people showed up all of a sud¬ 
den out of Calgary. I guess 
they don't announce their 
spots until usually the day of 
the event or the day before, 
and the only reason we found 
out about it was because I 
stopped a guy for speeding at 
10 o'clock at night." 

He says that no charges 
are pending. 

Peckham continued saying 
that there were some upset 
campers because of the loud 
music. 

"The crowd was respectful. 
The music was very loud," he 
said. 


One camper, who has asked 
not to be named, confirms that 
the music was very loud, but 
that the ravers were very well 
behaved. 

She went on to say that 
there were no fights whatso¬ 
ever but says that the ambu¬ 
lance arrived several times 
that evening. 

Anderson also says that 
there were not problems with 
the youth in attendance. 

"The young people were 
very well behaved," she said. 

Anderson says that guests 
of the party paid $35 for ad¬ 
vance tickets and between $40 
and $50 for tickets at the door. 

Apparently Anderson feels 
that hosting the rave wasn't 
the best idea and is warning 
other landowners to be on the 
lookout for rave organizers. 

"Country people everywhere 
have to be warned about this," 
she said. "What a scam. I would 
like to do something to warn 
people." 

Anderson said that she was 
told by the organizers of the 
event that all insurance and per¬ 
mits were in place prior to the 
rave. 

County Commissioner Harold 
Johnsrude disagrees. 

Johnsrude says that in order 
to host a party such as this a 
development permit is needed from 
Mountain View County. He says 
that one was not applied for nor 
issued prior to the rave at 
Anderson's ranch. 

Johnsrude sites the County's 
Land Use By-law, which deals 
with assemblies of this nature. 

He says that in the past coun¬ 
cil has denied other situations 
such as this when a permit was 
applied for. 

When asked if council would 
have approved this request had 


a permit been applied for, 
Johnsrude said that "it is diffi¬ 
cult to say." 

He says that since learning 
about the rave over the long 
weekend, the Municipal Plan¬ 
ning Committee has met con¬ 
cerning it, as well as meeting 
with the landowner, Anderson. 

Johnsrude wouldn't comment 
on the county's next step con¬ 
cerning this issue, but did say 
that "the bylaw does have penal¬ 
ties." 

In a notice that the County 
has issued to all newspapers in 


the area, it states that "failure to 
obtain the proper approvals may 
result in fines of up to $10,000 
and/ or imprisonment." 

Johnsrude says that any resi¬ 
dents interested in hosting a 
party such as this had "better 
think twice about it." 

And how is Anderson feeling 
about the rave after it's all said 
and done. 

"I do need to apologize to my 
neighbours," she said. 

”1 had no intention of creat¬ 
ing any disturbance for my 
neighbours."

According to the Alberta Alcohol and Drug Abuse Commis¬ 
sion, there are many negative consequences come with popping 
the pill, which comes in gelatin form or tablets. 

Effects of short-term use 

‘Ecstasy make sensations stronger, especially touch 

*It can cause jaw clenching, teeth grinding, anxiety or panic 
attacks, blurred vision, vomiting and increased sweating, 
blood pressure and heart rate. 

‘It may cause depression, irritability, poor concentration, 
forgetfulness and paranoia. This can last for several days. 

‘Death can occur due to dehydration and heat exhaustion, 
abnormal heart rhytbras and liver failure. 

‘There is evidence high doses of ecstasy can damage brain 
cells. 

Effects of long-term use 

‘May cause permanent chemical changes in your brain. This 
means your mood and sleep will be disturbed for long after you 
quit using the drug. 

‘Regular users become paranoid, irritable or depressed. 
They may also have flashbacks. 

‘Repeated use can damage your liver. 

‘Health risks aside, the pill’s quite expensive. Therefore 
regular use will definitely cause a decrease in your bank 
account. 


Need some helpFl Name change made to street

If you're needing some help filling out your firearms licence 
application, head down to the Multi-Purpose Room this week. 

The sessions, being hosted by the Canadian Firearms Cen¬ 
tre, will be held at the Complex on July 12 from 12-9 p.m. and 
on July 13 from 12-9 p.m. 

Michelle Snyder, Communications Coordinator for Federal 
CFO Services, says that the purpose of these sessions is to 
answer any questions that firearm owners have and to assist 
them with their applications. 

"Across Canada, many firearms owners have questions 
about their requirements under the law and how to fill out the 
form," said Snyder. 

"With the licencing deadline around the corner, we are 
providing one-stop service at the local level to assist gun owners 
in filling out the licensing form and to answer questions from 
the public." 

Under the Firearms Act, all firearms owners must obtain a 
licence by the end of this year. As of Jan. 1, 2001, a valid licence 
will also be required to purchase ammunition. 

Teams of trained individuals have been travelling across the 
country to assist applicants in filling out their forms and will 
be taking photos for the licences. 

"This will help people comply with the law within good time 
and cut down on errors. The less errors there are, the quicker 
the processing time will be - people will get their licences much 
faster this way,” Snyder said. 

She says that personal licencing should not be confused with 
the registration of firearms. The Firearms Act has two main 
requirements: personal licencing is one and the registration of 
firearms is another. The deadline for registration of firearms is 
not until December 2002, while the licencing deadline is only 
months away. 

"Anyone who owns firearms and has not yet sent an applica¬ 
tion for a licence should take note - the law is in effect and the 
deadline is closer than most people realize," she said.

So long 



So, the decision has finally been 
made. 

After months of humming and 
hawing about whether to stay in 
Didsbury or not, Westward Prod¬ 
ucts has decided to make the move 
to Olds. 

According to the Town of Dids¬ 
bury, the owners of Westward 
Products, A1 Harris and his son 
Gary, have been in negotiations 
with the Town since as early as 
March. 

The Harris' were saying that they needed to expand 
their operation to meet the needs of their increased 
business. They wanted to build a bigger building and were 
looking for some land to do that. They approached the 
Town. 

Evan Parliament, CAO for the Town of Didsbury, says 
that they offered the Harris' a nice deal on 15 acres of land 
that the Town already owns. Parliament will confess that 
it wasn't the best land, but says that if they didn't want the 
15 acres, the Town was prepared to buy an additional 50 
acres of prime development land. 

This wasn't good enough for Westward Products. They 
weren't satisfied with the Town's offer, yet never said 
why. It may be just me, but isn't negotiating supposed to 
be a two-way street? According to the Town, they never 
received any counter-offers from either of the Harris'. 

Then the father and son team were driving through 
Olds one day and came upon a perfect piece of already 
serviced land in their industrial area. They put an offer on 
the land and have subsequently bought it. 

You see, that was one of their problems with the Town's 
offer. The land that they were willing to sell had yet to be 
serviced. Parliament says that it would have all been 
completed by Sept. 1 so that Westward could start con¬ 
struction as soon as possible. 

Still, it wasn't enough for Westward Products and now 
they are leaving town. End of story? Not really. 

The Town of Didsbury is now taking the flak for this 
whole situation. People are saying that it's the Town's 
fault that Westward Products isn’t staying in Didsbury. 
They are talking like the Town could have made a better 
deal, but opted not to. 

I disagree. 

I think that the reason that Westward Products is not 
staying in this community is because the owners have 
absolutely no ties to Didsbury. They don't live here. They 
don't pay taxes here. They don't share the same commu¬ 
nity spirit that many business owners do. 

My whole take on the situation is that the Harris' had 
made up their mind to make the move to Olds a long time 
ago. The only reason that they entered into negotiations 
with the Town of Didsbury was so that they didn't look 
bad. I believe they didn't want to sever ties with the Town 
before the deal in Olds had been done. 

As far as people in town thinking that our municipal 
government should take the fall for Westward's decision, 
I think they're wrong. It's nobody's fault that a company 
is acting in what they believe is their best interest. That's 
business. That's life. 

The Town of Didsbury offered the best that they could. 
It was what they could afford. Those people criticizing the 
Town's efforts should keep in mind that the Town was 
negotiating with taxpayer dollars. Dollars that could 
have been spent on other things that would better benefit 
the people of Didsbury than keeping a business in town 
that didn't really want to be here.

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Did you know?: Town by-laws 



By-law 99-17 (17)(m) 

No person shall park in any 
alley except when stopped tem¬ 
porarily for the purpose of and 
while actually engaged in load¬ 
ing or unloading. The fine for 
this is $30.00. 


Parking on the wrong side of 
the street is a Highway Traffic 
Act offense. This is considered 
to be "Improperly parallel parked 
on a highway" under the H.T.A. 
section 115 (l)(a) the fine is 
$34.00. 


The Province of Alberta has, 
through the Highway Traffic 
Act, given municipalities the 
power to pass a bylaw allow¬ 
ing full-time and volunteer fire 
fighters to use flashing green 
lights in their vehicles as a 
means of identification. 

The Town of Didsbury has 
passed a bylaw.

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Economic growth 
higher than projected

Albertans can look forward to continued economic growth in 
2001 as a result of increased exports, growing consumer demand 
and a strong energy sector, Alberta Economic Development re¬ 
ports in its semi-annual Alberta Business Outlook released today. 

"Alberta continues to be a leader in economic growth and job 
creation," said Economic Development Minister Jon Havelock, 
who released the report on behalf of the Alberta Government. "We 
continue to work towards the bold targets established in our new 
economic development strategy. Get Ready Alberta - Strengthen¬ 
ing the Alberta Advantage, which will help to ensure that we retain 
an economic environment that encourages investment and devel¬ 
opment, and thus continued prosperity and growth." 

Alberta's Real Gross Domestic Product (GDP) growth is fore¬ 
cast at 5.5 per cent for 2000, well above the projected national 
average of 4.2 per cent. This trend is expected to continue into 2001, 
placing Alberta among the top three provincial economies in both 
years. Sectors experiencing the highest rate of growth include 
construction, business services, communications and manufactur¬ 
ing. 

Some of the key economic indicators noted in Alberta Business 
Outlook 2000 include. 

• Employment is expected to increase by 3.0 per cent in 2000, 
adding 47,000 additional jobs to the provincial labour force. Em¬ 
ployment growth is forecast at 2.8 per cent for 2001. 

• Manufacturing activity is expected to contribute to Alberta's 
economic growth in 2000 and 2001. Shipments are expected to 
grow by 14.0 per cent in 2000 as both prices and volumes strengthen, 
and 7.0 per cent in 2001, as a result of strong volume growth. 

• Overall, tourism revenues in Alberta are projected to reach 
approximately $4.4 billion in 2000, up from $4.2 billion in 1999. 
Continued increases are forecast in the U S. market, with modest 
growth expected in the domestic and overseas markets. 

• Crude oil prices have remained strong, rising to more than U.S. 
$30 per barrel for West Texas Intermediate in June 2000. The price 
of natural gas has increased sharply since the beginning of the year. 

According to the Petroleum Services Association of Canada, 
approximately 9,500 wells will be drilled in Alberta in 2000, up 
from 6,439 last year. The number of wells drilled in Western 
Canada is expected to increase by an additional 7.0 per cent in 2001. 

• Farm cash receipts increased to a record high of $6.5 
billion in 1999 as a result of increased cattle sales and direct 
payments, which offset the impact of lower prices for grains 
and canola. Increases in cash receipts and farm net income 
are expected to continue in 2000. 

Alberta's forest product shipments will see continued growth 
in 2000, having increased by approximately 11.0 per cent in 1999. 
The industry is relying on improvements in Asian economies and 
a favourable Canada - U.S. exchange rate. 

Alberta's advanced technology sector has grown strongly in 
recent years, and should continue to do well into 2001. Growth will 
be fuelled by continued demand for computer software, engi¬ 
neering services and telecommunications equipment. 

• Housing starts are expected to increase to 26,500 in 2000. The 
demand for new housing will rise as a result of the strong Alberta 
economy, but the increase will be constrained by high inventory 
levels. 

It is anticipated that housing starts will continue increase to 
27,500 in 2001 due to provincial tax cuts and a strong provincial 
economy. 

Retail sales have grown strongly during the past few months 
and are expected to increase by 8.0 per cent in 2000, Growth is 
forecast at 6.5 per cent for 2001, partly due to provincial tax 
cuts.

Wild Rose Report

Days before the House was 
due to recess for the summer 
the Liberals decided to ram 
through Bill C-34, the Grain 
Transportation Bill. 

The witnesses who appeared 
before the Standing Commit¬ 
tee on Transportation declared 
overwhelmingly that Bill C-34 
was seriously flawed. 
Stakeholders, including repre¬ 
sentatives from producer 
groups, grain companies, rail¬ 
ways and various government 
agencies, pointedly told the 
committee that the Bill was a 
step backwards in the commer¬ 
cialization of the grain trans¬ 
portation industry. 

By far, the greatest criticism 
was aimed at Ralph Goodale, 
the Minister responsible for the 
Canadian Wheat Board (CWB). 
The legislation had been in the 
works for months and key to it 
was a memorandum of under¬ 
standing (MOU) between the 
Minister and the CWB. Al¬ 
though Goodale claimed to have 
consulted stakeholders, wit¬ 
ness after witness testified they 
were never consulted with even 
though they had asked to be. 

It was utterly contemptible 
for this Minister to not only 
delay providing the Committee 
with the MOU, but also negoti¬ 
ate without proper input from 
any stakeholder. In addition, 


almost every witness stated 
that the Memorandum will not 
increase commercial account¬ 
ability, but will increase the 
CWB's control over grain trans¬ 
portation. 

The whole process started 
with Justice Willard Estey's re¬ 
port on grain transportation, 
which the government adopted, 
then dropped in favour of this 
legislation. Estey said, in ef¬ 
fect, that Bill C-34 was a radi¬ 
cal departure from the recom¬ 
mendations issued in his re¬ 
port. He believed that 
efficiencies and lower freight 
rates to farmers could only be 
realized under a fully commer¬ 
cialized system. He asked Com¬ 
mittee Members, if farmers are 
so capable in marketing their 
own canola, rye, oats and len¬ 
tils without a marketing board, 
why aren't they able to market 
wheat and barley with the same 
competence? Justice Estey also 
pointed out the dangerous prec¬ 
edent of removing 18 percent of 
the railway's revenues without any 
input or consultation with the 
railways. 


What should be of most con¬ 
cern to Canadians regarding this 
whole process is the erosion of 
their property rights. Once wheat 
and barley leave the farm, the 
producer no longer owns them. 
This has been a longstanding com¬ 
plaint from a number of people 
over the years. 

Now we have another case 
where the government arbitrar¬ 
ily walks in and expropriates prop- 
erty-in this case, nearly a fifth of 
the railway's grain transportation 
revenues. This isn't a case of the 
government giving tax dollars to 
farmers. It is a matter of force¬ 
fully taking property from one 
private entity and transferring it 
to another. Sure, farmers benefit 
this time, but what are the long¬ 
term effects with the government's 
power to do this? 

Witness after witness clearly 
told the government that the only 
way to fix the broken system is to 
introduce true commercial ac¬ 
countability. Once again the Lib¬ 
erals refused to listen. Their re¬ 
fusal to repair grain transporta¬ 
tion will simply cost farmers mil¬ 
lions again.

Alberta earns top marks in 
National Science Assessment

According to a 1999 nation¬ 
wide science assessment, Alber¬ 
ta's 13 and 16-year-old students 
are outperforming other stu¬ 
dents across Canada. 

The results, which were re¬ 
leased at last week's Chinook's 
Edge School Division board 
meeting, indicated a significant 
improvement for Albertans from 
the 1996 assessment. 

Dr. Lyle Oberg, the Minister 
of Learning, said Alberta stu¬ 
dents constantly do well on na¬ 
tional assessments. 

"I think this speaks well of 
Alberta's education system and 
the commitment and dedication 
of teachers in this province." 

The School Achievement In¬ 
dicators Program (SAIP) is de¬ 
signed to determine the perform¬ 
ance of students in relation to 
standards agreed upon across 
Canada. Performance is re¬ 
ported on the basis of five levels. 
Performance at level one is con¬ 


sidered the lowest level, level 
two is expected of most 13-year- 
olds, level three is expected of 
most 16-year-olds and levels four 
and five are the highest science 
students would be expected to 
achieve. 

AmongAlberta's 13-year-olds, 
82.5% of students achieved at 
level two or above, compared to 
73.3% of Canadian students. 

Results among 16-year-olds 
indicated 85.7% of Alberta's stu¬ 
dents achieved at level three or 
above, compared to just 76% of 
the rest of Canada. 

In level three, the 13-year- 
olds scored 56% in 1996 and 
raised that up to 65% in 1999. 

The 16-year-olds also im¬ 
proved from 1996 going from a 
79% to 86%. 

"It's great," said DHS Princi¬ 
pal, Iain Paton. "I'm glad we've 
done so well. We spend a lot of 
time in Science and technology 
and that's going to pay off. More 
power to us." 


"It's been a major focus, not 
just in Grade 6 but through the 
elementary grades as well," said 
Westglen School Principal, Phil 
Corning. "It's very much a hands- 
on approach so it's no surprise 
that it appeals to the students. 
We also have a very good staff." 

In 1999, 1,872 Alberta stu¬ 
dents participated in the assess¬ 
ment. 

Other previous assessments 
include math in 1993 and 1997 
and reading and writing in 1994 
and 1998. 

Chair of Chinook's Edge 
School Division board, Roy 
Brassard, said they were very 
happy with the good results. 

"We were very happy. All too 
often these reports come out 
and they are not very realistic. 
It’s like comparing apples to 
oranges. But this one was good. 
The fact that we did so well was 
outstanding, and not just for 
the students, but the teachers 
as well. It's great," said Brassard. 


Independent Committee on WCB 
appeals calls for more input

An independent committee 
examining the appeals system 
of the Workers Compensation 
Board-Alberta and the Appeals 
Commission is calling for more 
input. 

Injured workers, their rep¬ 
resentatives, and employers 
are asked to complete a survey 
before July 31, 2000. 

"With more than a thou¬ 
sand appeals processed each 
year, many Albertans' lives are 
directly affected by how well 
the appeals process works," 
says committee chairman and 
retired judge, Samuel Fried¬ 
man, QC. 

The WCB Appeals System 


Review Committee is examin¬ 
ing how the WCB's two levels 
of appeal are working, whether 
they are effective and whether 
improvements can be made. 

A survey and discussion 
guide released by the commit¬ 
tee focus on the key issues 
raised by workers and employ¬ 
ers in early submissions and 
presentations: the independ¬ 
ence of the appeal process, the 
length of time needed to com¬ 
plete appeals, and the cost and 
complexity of the process. 

The discussion guide clari¬ 
fies how the appeal process 
works, while the survey asks 
for additional input. 

The five-member committee 
was appointed in February by 
Clint Dunford, the Minister 


responsible for legislation gov¬ 
erning the WCB. 

It consists of: the chair¬ 
man, retired judge Samuel 
Friedman, QC; Calgary- 
Egmont MLA Denis Herard; 
Alberta and N.W.T. Building 
and Trades Council president 
Robert Blakely; Alberta Con¬ 
struction Association execu¬ 
tive director Sharon 
Copithorne; and business com¬ 
munity representative Fred 
Clarke. 

The committee's final report 
is expected this fall.

Hay plant arsonist 
strikes again?

RCMP officers investigating a number of unsolved hay fires 
in the district-blazes that have caused more than $3 million 
damage are now looking into a June 30 fire on Eagle Hill, 
sources confirmed. 

The late night fire destroyed 3,500 square bales on a farm 
about 19 km east of Sundre. Arson has not been ruled out in 
the blaze, said Sundre's fire chief John Whitesell Jr. 

Police are trying to find links between a string of suspicious 
unsolved blazes in the district. 

An October 1, 1999 fire at the Champion Hay Processing 
Plant caused $1.5 million damage, a July 1998 hay fire at Olds 
College caused $300,000 damage, a 1995 hay fire at the Olds 
Transfeeder plant caused $1 million damage, and a 1995 fire at 
Cremona Forage plant caused $300,000 damage. 

RCMP cannot confirm whether or not the fires have been 
committed by a serial arsonist, said Const. Grady Owen with 
Red Deer RCMP major crimes unit. 

Didsbury RCMP Const. Myles Peckham has now taken over 
the overall investigation from the Red Deer unit. 

"There's definitely a possibility that they could be linked 
because they are all plant fires," said Const. Peckham. "We've 
never come up with a suspect per se. 

"You can't say it (arson) has been ruled out, but it never has 
been proven conclusively either. I definitely can't say that it 
has been ruled out. This one here (Champion) is more suspi¬ 
cious than the others." 

Several of the plant owners have expressed interest in 
offering a reward for information about the fires. Police 
confirmed that talks are ongoing with those owners. 

Meanwhile, members of the Red Deer RCMP major crimes 
unit have wrapped up an eight-month investigation of the fires 
without a single charge being laid, Const. Owen said. 

There have been no reported injuries in any of the fires. 

Several other incidents in the district, including a $5 million 
logging equipment bombing near Water Valley in 1997 also 
remain unsolved.

Darren Klinck, a 1994 gradu¬ 
ate of Didsbury High School, 
recently jumped aboard the in¬ 
famous Love Boat and cruised 
through the Mediterranean, by 
Africa and up the Atlantic Ocean 
to England. 

Klinck accepted a job with 
Princess cruise lines in the be¬ 
ginning of 1999 as a Purser. 

Klinck started his job in 
Dakar, Senegal in mid-January 
and finished off in Dover, Eng¬ 
land in early August. 

They went through Africa, 
the Mediterranean, Egypt, Is¬ 
rael, the Black Sea, Italy, 
France, Spain, Turkey, Greece 
and several other places before 
ending the six-month journey.

to prepare proper documents, 
paper work, passenger lists, and 
store lists for the Immigrations 
Customs," said Klinck. 

He also had to prepare disem¬ 
barkations and organize for the 
new embarkations. It was a 
tough, challenging job, said 
Klinck. But he was glad to re¬ 
ceive the extra responsibility 
and excelled at it. 

Klinck even worked a grave¬ 
yard shift for two months while 
on board. He was in charge of 
hotel operations from 10 p.m. to 
8 a.m. There were many clean¬ 
ers and workers who performed 
their duties through the middle 
of the night, which Klinck had 
to supervise. 

"I really liked that job," said 
Klinck. 

"It allowed me to have my 
days off. By sacrificing a little 
sleep I was able to see some 
sights and tours. Often I had 
just three to four hours of sleep.” 

According to Klinck, most of 
the upper management and the 
Captain are usually either Ital¬ 
ian or British. Captain Stubing 
did not make the journey, un¬ 
fortunately. 

"There were lots of different 
nationalities working there, 
probably close to 20 or 25," said 
Klinck. "A lot of Italians, Cana¬ 
dians, Britains, Eastern Euro¬ 
peans, Australians and New 
Zealanders. Everybody was re¬ 
ally friendly and nice. We all got 
along. You live together, work 
together, play together. You get 
to know everybody, meet a lot of 
good friends. You learn a lot 
that way." 

On Klinck's second stint with 
Princess cruise lines, he joined 
the ship in September, 1999 at 
Vancouver. He ended his job at 
Bangkok, Tailand in April, 2000. 
He says usually the crew will 


work six months then take two 
months off and return again for 
another contract. 

Klinck’s second cruise was 
on the Sky Princess, which is 
actually the second smallest ves¬ 
sel in the fleet. It holds 1,200 
people and 550 crew. 

The biggest ship is the Grand 
Princess, which holds an in¬ 
credible 2,700 passengers and 
1,300 crew. 

Now that Klinck has gradu¬ 
ated with a Bachelors of Com¬ 
merce from the University of 
Calgary, he decided that this 
was the right time to travel and 
see the world. See the world, he 
did. 

Klinck estimates he has seen 
around 50 countries over five 
continents. 

If that is not enough, Klinck 
is now backpacking through 
Europe for the next five to six 


months. During that vacation, 
he will also be exploring India 
and will embark on a 19-day 
trek through the Himalayas. 

"I'll have my Lonely Planet, 
which is the traveller's bible,” 
said Klinck. 

Throughout all of his trips 
Klinck said he would do it all 
over again in a heartbeat. 

Klinck does urge people to 
travel, but he enforces not eve¬ 
rything is for everyone. He said 
he put in a lot of hard work too. 

"I learned a lot about myself. 
I learned to live each day to its 
fullest. It's an education in it¬ 
self. You really learn a lot about 
people, places, culture. I can 
really say I am proud to be 
Canadian.

I think it does that for every¬ 
body. This camp will add to that," 
said Fontaine, a member of the 
St. Paul 4-H Multi-club. 

Also attending will be Julie 
Ulseth of Veteran, a member of 
the Consort Creative Hands 4-H 


club, and Georgina Lieverse of 
Beaverlodge, who is part of the 
Beaverlodge 4-H Beef club. The 
4-H members are sponsored by 
AEC Pipelines, and were chosen 
to take part in the camp after 
attending the Alberta 4-H Selec¬ 
tions program, held April 28 to 
May 1 at Olds College. Each 
year, about 60 delegates from the 
Selections program are chosen 
to attend various educational and 
skill-building tours and trips, 
ranging from interprovincial ex¬ 
changes to participating in 4-H 
conferences in Montana and Cali¬ 
fornia. Trips begin in early July 
and run well into next year.

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Alberta s top teachers tap 
imagination, cultural roots 


How do you capture the at¬ 
tention of a young student in 
this age of instant information 
and electronic entertainment? 

There are as many answers 
as there are teachers in Alberta, 
some of whom are really earn¬ 
ing top marks. For Bill French, 
a teacher at Lansdowne Elemen¬ 
tary School in Edmonton and 
winner of the Prime Minister’s 
Certificate for Teaching Excel¬ 
lence, tapping kids' own imagi¬ 
nation hits the mark. 

"I have students take part in 
fantasy," he says. "They learn 
that even within fantasy every¬ 
thing happens for a reason, and 
the reason is based on human 
character. Knowledge is of great 
value but without understand¬ 
ing, it falls short." 

He likes to provide students 
in his grade 4-5 class with unu¬ 
sual opportunities to experience 
how they would feel when faced 
with a real-life problem. This 
year his students drew maps of 
their own fantasy island, creat¬ 
ing a place for imaginary events 
to happen. They wrote stories 
about a hero or heroine over¬ 
coming some challenging obsta¬ 
cles and learned about what 
their character would need to 
survive. The way in which stu¬ 
dents were encouraged to make 
choices about events and conse¬ 
quences also taught some les¬ 
sons in analytical thinking and 
careful decision making. French 
used the fantasy theme to help 
his students understand mate¬ 
rial in a whole range of subjects, 
all the while keeping it lots of 
fun. 

"I find my imagination has to 


work overtime to keep up with 
my students' imaginations," 
says French. "It's a full-time 
task." 

"He's really exceptional," says 
parent Ahmad Sabetghadam, 
three of whose children were 
taught by French. 

"He makes things easy to 
understand for the kids, and he 
teaches them responsibility, 
how to focus, and how to work 
as a team. He encourages them 
to ask a lot of questions and 
they learn in a very creative 
way.” 

Val Dennehy, a grade 2 
teacher at Onchaminahos 
School in Saddle Lake, reaches 
back to cultural roots to pro¬ 
mote healing in the classroom. 
She says her approach to stu¬ 
dents is founded on the princi¬ 
ples of kindness, honesty, shar¬ 
ing and determination. She also 
wants to teach them about co¬ 
operation, responsibility, and 
respect for themselves and oth¬ 
ers. "I'm firm with my children 
but they also know that I'm very 
fair," Dennehy says. 

Her class begins each day 
with a smudging ritual for 
cleansing of the mind, body, and 
spirit, along with a Cree prayer 
that reinforces the value of grati¬ 
tude. 

During opening exercises a 
talking stick is passed around; 
the stick gives each child free¬ 
dom to express his or her voice. 
Dennehy also teaches a legends 
unit, focusing on traditional 
Cree characters, in which stu¬ 
dents develop plays, explore 
puppetry and traditional story¬ 
telling. 


"Val incorporates a strong 
cultural component in the pro¬ 
gram and recognizes that chil¬ 
dren have individual differ¬ 
ences," says Dale Jackson, 
whose daughter studied in 
Dennehy's class. "She's able to 
accommodate all her students' 
needs using different teaching 
strategies. It's easy to see why 
she was a winner of the 2000 
Excellence in Teaching Award." 

Another 2000 Excellence in 
Teaching Award recipient is Jan 
Szynkowski, a grade 2 and 3 
teacher at Mecca Glen School in 
Ponoka. Her recipe for success? 

"I like to make sure that eve¬ 
ryone is successful, feeling good 
about themselves and not over¬ 
whelmed," says Szynkowski. "It's 
important to work with the kids 
to build their self-esteem. Kids 
learn by doing, so I try to do 
hands-on activities as much as 
possible." 

Szynkowski creates and 
teaches study units after find¬ 
ing out what most interests her 
students. And she places special 
emphasis on helping them learn 
to read. One useful tactic, she 
says, is to let the students make 
their own choice about which 
books they want to read. She's 
demonstrated that this results 
in a higher level of reading abil¬ 
ity. 

"The thing I most admire 
about Jan Szynkowski is that 
she's really gifted at instilling 
selfesteem," says parent Cindy 
Hudson. "She does it by provid¬ 
ing creative learning and by 
genuinely caring. And she re¬ 
ally works with the kids at their 
own level." 


Sunshine 2000

Minimize sun exposure: 

•Plan outdoor activities before 11 a.m. or after 4 p.m. when 
the sun's rays are the weakest 

•Protect yourself when out in the sun between 11 a.m. - 4 
p.m. during April to September 

•In winter protect yourself from the sun when near fresh 
snow, or during long periods outdoors 
Seek Shade: 

•Seek shade especially between 11 a.m. - 4 p.m. 

•Create your own shade with umbrellas etc. 

Cover up: 

•Wear clothing to cover your arms and legs 

•Wear a wide brimmed hat to shade your face and neck 

•Wear sunglasses that absorb UV rays 

Use sunscreen: 

•Sunscreen should be used in conjunction with shade, 
clothing, hats and sunglasses, Not instead of them 

•Use a sunscreen with SPF 15 or higher that has both UVA 
and UVB protection 

•Apply sunscreen 20 minutes before going outdoors and 
reapply every two hours and after swimming 
Protect babies: 

•Keep babies under one year of age out of the direct sun 
•A child in a stroller, playpen or carriage should be kept in 
the shade 

Avoid tanning parlours: 

•Tanning salons do not give you a safe tan 
•The strength of the UV ray can be higher in tanning salons 
than in sunlight

Returning to Canada after 
a trip abroad means stopping 
at customs. You can clear cus¬ 
toms quickly and with mini¬ 
mal disruption if you keep 
some tips in mind. 

• To prove your citizenship 
and residency, customs offic¬ 
ers may ask you for identifica¬ 
tion. This could include items 
such as a birth certificate, 
Quebec baptismal certificate, 
passport, citizenship card, 
record of landing, or a Certifi¬ 
cate of Indian Status. If you 
are travelling with a child who 
is not your own, the child 
should have his or her own 
identification, and you need a 
note from the parents or guard¬ 
ians granting you permission 
to have the child with you. 

• If you are not sure what to 
declare when you arrive at 
customs, declare the items first 
and then discuss them with 
the officer. 

• The North American Free 
Trade Agreement is now in 
full force. As a result, Ameri¬ 
can-made goods you bring back 
from the United States have 
no customs duty. However, 
duties may still apply for goods 
manufactured in other coun¬ 
tries. As well, there are quan¬ 
tity or dollar restrictions on 
some agricultural goods such 
as dairy products and turkey. 
Amounts in excess of these 
quantities are subject to very 
high duty rates. Please con¬ 
tact your local customs office 
for further information on 
these products. 

In addition to customs du¬ 
ties, you may be required to 
pay the goods and services tax 
or the harmonized sales tax 
on your purchases. Residents 
of British Columbia, Mani¬ 
toba, Ontario, and Quebec 
entering through their home 
province must also pay the 
provincial sales tax. 

• You do not have to pay 
duties or taxes if you qualify 
for one of the following per¬ 
sonal exemptions. 

If you have been outside 
Canada for: 

24 hours, you can bring in 
$50 CAD worth of goods free 
of duty and tax; (please note: 
if you exceed $50 CAD, the 
entire amount is subject to 
duties and taxes) 

48 hours, you can bring in 


pay the applicable duties and 
taxes. In some cases, provin¬ 
cial or territorial limits and 
assessments may also apply. 

• Handguns and weapons 
like mace and pepper spray 
are prohibited from entering 
Canada. For more informa¬ 
tion, please see our pamphlet, 
Importing a Firearm or 
Weapon into Canada. 

• You cannot bring some 
fruits, vegetables, meats, or 
plants into Canada from other 
countries. 

• You should also note that 
some exotic items like conch, 
coral, and reptilian leather re¬ 
quire an export permit from 
the originating country, while 
some items like ivory are con¬ 
sidered as coming from endan¬ 
gered species and are not per¬ 
mitted entry to Canada. 

If you take jewellery with 
you on your trip outside 
Canada, carry an appraisal re¬ 
port, certified photographs, 
and the bill of sale for the pur¬ 
chase (when available). These 
documents will prove that you 
did not buy the jewellery while 
you were out of the country. 


$200 CAD worth of goods free 
of duty and tax; and 

• 7 days or more, you can 
bring in $750 CAD worth of 
goods free of duty and tax. 

• Restrictions apply to the 
amount of alcohol and tobacco 
you can bring into Canada 
under your exemption. If you 
have been outside Canada for 
at least 48 hours and are of 
legal age, you can bring in the 
following amounts of alcohol 
and tobacco products free of 
duty and tax as part of your 
personal exemption: 

Alcoholic beverages: 

• 1.14 L (40 oz.) of liquor 
OR 

■ 1.5 L (52 oz.) of wine or 
wine coolers OR 

■24 x 355 ml (12 oz.) con¬ 
tainers of beer. 

Tobacco products (all of the 
following): 

• 200 cigarettes; 

• 200 g (7 oz.) of loose to¬ 
bacco; 

50 cigars; and 

• 200 tobacco sticks. 

If you bring in more than 
the free allowance of alcohol 
or tobacco, you will have to

QUESTION: My wife and I are above average in 
height, being 5 foot 9 and 6 foot 3. We both had rather 
tall parents, too. Nevertheless, our daughter is very 
tiny. She is 9 years old and is only at the third percentile 
for height. What could be causing this, and what do you 
think we should do? 

DR. DOBSON: There are many factors that influ¬ 
ence a child’s growth, including a deficiency of growth 
hormones, heredity, nutrition, and the status of the boy 
or girl’s general health. There is only one way to know 
what is causing your daughter’s failure to grow, and 
that is to take her to an endocrinologist or other 
physician who specializes in these problems. 

The right doctor can identify her condition, and even 
predict with some accuracy how tall she will eventually 
become. 

In some cases, growth hormones may be adminis¬ 
tered, although I’ll leave it to your physician to make 
that recommendation. Since your girl is 9 years old, you 
have no time to lose. Get her to the right medical 
authority quickly. Let me ask, by the way, is your 
daughter an anxious child? 

QUESTION: Yes, as a matter of fact, she is. Lannie 
is the most insecure of all our children. Why do you ask? 

I)R. DOBSON: Because some recent studies have 
showed that persistently anxious girls tend to be shorter 
than their peers. This was the Finding of Dr. Daniel Pine 
and others at Columbia University College of Physi¬ 
cians in New York. 

They found that the most insecure girls tended to be 
about 2 inches shorter as adults, and twice as likely to 
be under 5 foot 2, than girls who were less anxious. Two 
specific disorders in the formative years were most 
predictive of less height in adults: (1) separation anxi¬ 
ety — seen in girls who don’t have the confidence to 
spend the night at a friend’s house or to go away to 
summer camp; and (2) overanxiousness — not just 
being uneasy about a threat or problem, but a general¬ 
ized worry about many things over years of time. One 
study showed that anxious girls had high blood levels of 
the stress hormone cortisol, which can stunt growth. 
Interestingly, anxious boys in the investigation were 
not found to have higher cortisol levels, and they did not 
tend to be shorter than their peers. 

This suggests that girls may respond biologically to 
stress differently than do boys. For whatever reasons, 
anxiety is linked to lesser growth in females alone. Once 
again, you need to have your daughter examined and 
evaluated medically. There may be a more obvious and 
treatable reason for her growth deficiency. 

QUESTION: Did either of your children experience 
night terrors? 

DR. DOBSON: No, but our daughter once had a 
very unusual nightmare. When she was 4 years old, she 
woke up screaming about midnight. When I came to her 
bed, she told me excitedly that the wall was about to 
collapse on her. 

“It’s falling. It’s falling, Daddy! The wall is falling,” 
she screamed. She was obviously very frightened by the 
dream. 

I took her hand and said, “Danae, feel that wall. It 
has been there a long time. It isn’t going to fall. You are 
OK. Now go back to sleep.” As she settled down in the 
covers, I went back to bed and was quickly asleep again. 
But six hours later, a powerful earthquake rattled the 
city of Los Angeles and shook my wife and me right out 
of bed. 

I rushed to Danae’s room to bundle her up and get her 
out of the way of that wall, which was jumping and 
shaking like crazy. 

Did our 4-year-old have some kind of forewarning of 
the earthquake in the midnight hours? I don’t know, 
but I’ll tell you this: I made up my mind that day to 
believe her the next time she told me the wall was going 
to fall.

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Market methods: know the 
options before you start 

The target customer has been Wholesalers pay for the agri- or processor. Others are look- 


identified and you have a great 
agri-product all ready. Now you 
need to sell it! Here are some of 
the ways to connect your prod¬ 
uct with your target customer. 

When selling a product or 
service directly to the customer, 
you are direct marketing. Di¬ 
rect sales are growing due to 
increased interest in food safety, 
the environment and alterna¬ 
tive agriculture. There are four 
common types of direct mar¬ 
kets: roadside markets, u-pick, 
CSA and Farmers' Markets. 

Roadside stands sell farm- 
grown produce at the farm-site 
on a seasonal basis. A roadside 
farm market is a larger, perma¬ 
nent version that operates year- 
round. Roadside markets may 
not be located on the farm-site 
since they must be located near 
the greatest traffic. 

U-pick (pick your own or 
customer harvest), have the 
customer come to the farm, har¬ 
vest their own produce, pay cash 
for the produce and transport it 
home. 

Community Supported Ag¬ 
riculture (CSA) is a term used 
when consumers buy a share 
in the agri-venture in advance. 
The grower commits to supply 
a range of products over the 
entire season. 

Farmers' Markets unite pro¬ 
ducers and consumers who 
wish to buy or sell produce, 
processed food products, baked 
goods, crafts etc. 

If you decide to expand beyond 
direct marketing and have some¬ 
one else take the sales responsi¬ 
bility, then there are other mar¬ 
ket options available, such as 
wholesalers, food brokers and 
retail or food service businesses. 


products and own the goods. 
They earn income by reselling 
the agri-product in mixed lots 
or smaller quantities to retail¬ 
ers or institutions. 

Food Brokers sell and mar¬ 
ket products. A broker could 
represent your agri-products 
to a range of businesses from 
specialty stores and retail gro¬ 
cery chains to wholesalers and 
food service operators. Some 
food brokers also offer serv¬ 
ices like merchandising 
(planned promotions, and 
keeping the product on the 
shelf) computerized ordering 
and data collection services. 
Fees (commissions) for bro¬ 
kers range from three to ten 
per cent. 

Some retail businesses may 
wish to buy products directly. 
Look for retail operations that 
specialize in unique, locally 
made products. Use several 
types of retailers to diversify 
your product portfolio and to 
expand sales. 

You may also be able to sell 
to food service buyers. Some 
large institutions choose to 
support local suppliers and will 
buy direct from the producer 



ing for a specific product that 
meets their requirements for 
quality and service. Examples 
of food service businesses in¬ 
clude colleges, hospitals, ho¬ 
tels and nursing homes. 

Research other ways to mar¬ 
ket your agri-product to cus¬ 
tomers. E-commerce, contract 
growing, marketing coopera¬ 
tives are other market meth¬ 
ods that are developing in this 
fast paced economy.

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Protecting your well 
from contamination 


Ground water contami¬ 
nation: how does it happen 
and what can you do about 
it? Often the biggest con¬ 
tamination threats on a 
farm are things that you 
walk past or trip over every 
day without even giving 
them a second thought. 
"Ground water quality is 
normally protected by natu¬ 
ral processes," says Ken 
Williamson, agricultural 
water specialist with Al¬ 
berta Agriculture, F ood and 
Rural Development, Red 
Deer. "The topsoil and sub¬ 
soil filter out many con¬ 
taminants as the water on 
the ground surface soaks 
into the ground to recharge 
the groundwater. Any time 
this process is short- 
circuited you have an in¬ 
creased potential for con¬ 
tamination.” Common 
routes to the contamina¬ 
tion of ground water: Poor 
well construction 

The fastest way to con¬ 
taminate ground water is 
to drill a poor quality well. 

• A poor surface casing 
or formation seal can al¬ 
low surface water to seep 
along the outside of the 
casing and into the pro¬ 
ducing zone of the well. 

■ Multi-aquifer well com¬ 
pletion allows mixing of 
water from different aqui¬ 
fers. 

The best protection 
here is to hire a qualified, 
conscientious driller. 

Old abandoned water 
wells 

•Old wells with poor 
construction or rusted-out 
casing can contaminate 


good wells. Old wells need 
to be properly 
decommissioned by plug¬ 
ging from bottom to top 
with bentonite or cement 
grout. This is usually best 
done by licenced water well 
driller. Pump pits can pro¬ 
vide a funnel for contami¬ 
nated surface water or shal¬ 
low ground water to enter 
a well and contaminate 
ground water in the area. 

• Spring is a particu¬ 
larly bad time for flooding 
well pits to allow contami¬ 
nated surface water to get 
into a well. Well pits should 
be replaced with pitless 
adaptors, or at least have a 
sanitary well seal installed. 
Well pits were outlawed in 
the Environmental Protec¬ 
tion and Enhancement Act 
(1993), but many old pits 
still exist. 

Farm water hydrants 
installed in a well or well 
pit 

• These can cause back- 
siphonage that can draw 
contaminated water down 
the well. 

Remove the hydrant 
from these locations or in¬ 
stall anti-siphon valves 
that will reduce the risk of 
back-siphoning. 

Poor sewage systems. 

Leaking septic tanks 
or cesspools can contami¬ 
nate shallow wells with 
nutrients and bacteria. 

Seismic shot holes 

Poorly plugged shot 
holes can be a direct con¬ 
duit for surface water into 
the ground water. Old shot 
holes were often very 
poorly plugged. In Alberta, 


new regulations, since 
1998, require that shot 
holes be plugged to a depth 
of at least 1 meter, with at 
least 40 cm of approved 
material (ea. Bentonite) on 
top of the plug. Above the 
bentonite at least 60 cm of 
drill cuttings must be 
tamped in. Land owners 
can negotiate for more com¬ 
plete plugging to be done. 

Over application of ma¬ 
nure 

■ Manure that is applied 
to land at a greater rate 
than will be used by grow¬ 
ing crops can result in leach¬ 
ing of nitrogen into ground 
water. An excellent refer¬ 
ence book, Water Wells 
that Last for Generations, 
is available through Al¬ 
berta Agriculture Food and 
Rural Development, Al¬ 
berta Environment, and 
Agriculture Canada 
(PFRA) Offices. This free 
publication covers subjects 
ranging from "what is 
ground water?" to well 
maintenance. 

Alberta Agriculture's 
also has Water Wells that 
Last for Generations in 
video format.

(CWB) grains. If you experienced a decline in your produc¬ 
tion of CWB grains in 1999, this new schedule may benefit 
you in the calculation of your 1999 AIDA claim. 

This adjustment schedule is available to Alberta producers 
of CWB grains. 

The CWB Income Adjustment will be applied only to the 
federal 60% share of an AIDA claim. Producers must submit 
a FIDP application to be considered for an additional AIDA 
payment.
